AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

Kindly amend claims 15-21, 23-27, and 29 and cancel claim 30. The following 
listing of claims will replace all prior versions and listings of claims in the application.

Claims 1-14 (cancelled) 

Claim 15 (currently amended): A method in conjunct i on for assisting a user with 
making a telecommunication call from a portable phone , the method comprising: 

storing connection codes on a connection code memory; 

storing graphic images on a graphic memory in a hierarchical structure by main 
categories and at least one sub-category , said graphic images i d e nt i fy i ng relating to the 
identity of owners of said connection codes; 

seguentiallv displaying individual graphic images on a display of a 
telecommunication terminal arrangement while browsing directly or indirectly at least 
partly through said graphic images stored on said graphic memory of said 
telecommunication terminal arrangement to locate a desired graphic image, wherein 
while browsing said graphic images identifying said owners of said connection codes eft 
sa i d disp l ay , mov i ng from one accessing said connection codes first by user selection of 
a plurality of seguential graphic images of one main category of said graphic memory to 
another main category, and within a desired main category, mov i ng botwoon at least 
one of subcat e gor io s and memb e rs of said main category; sub-category wherein at 
least one of a subcategory and a main category comprises at least one graphic image 
corresponding to a connection code : and 

establishing a telecommunication call with a transmitter included in said 
telecommunication terminal arrangement automatically to a connection code connected 
to said desired graphic image displayed in said selected category on said display when 
receiving a selection of said desired graphic image. 

> Claim 16 (currently amended): The method according to claim 15, further 
comprising: 
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storing audio s i gna l s recordings on an audio memory linked to said graphic 
memor y, said audio recordings capable of identifying the owner of the connection code 
and of the category selected ; and 

playing at least one audio signal with each graphic image corresponding to a 
selected viewed category and owner of connection codes while browsing said graphic 
images; 

wherein the call is established by selecting said desired graphic image itself. 

Claim 17 (currently amended): The method according to claim 15, wherein a 
graph i c imago i s at l east one of color and b l ack and wh i to i nformat i on graphic images 
appear in time separated seguence until stopped by a user selection . 

Claim 18 (currently amended): The method according to claim 15, wherein a 
graphic image fills a significant par t, advantageous l y 50 — 100 %, of said display of said 
telecommunication terminal arrangement while the remaining portion of the image 
displays the connection code . 

Claim 19 (currently amended): Tho method accord i ng to c l a i m 15, wh e r ei n the 
i ndirect, at loast partial brows i ng of sa i d conn e ct i on cod e s i s p e rform e d by at le ast 
part i a ll y brows i ng sa i d graphic m e mory li nk e d to a conn e ction cod e m e mory 

A method in conjunction with making a telecommunication call the method 
comprising: 

storing connection codes on a connection code memory accessible by direct 
browsing by connection code number or portion thereof: 

additional storing graphic images on a graphic memory in a hierarchical structure 
by main categories and at least one sub-category, said graphic images linked to the 
connection codes and the owners thereof; 

displaying graphic images on a display of a telecommunication terminal 
arrangement in response to 

a) partial direct browsing of at least part of said connection code, whereupon said 
graphic images are displayed which meet the match of said part of the connection code, 
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whereupon the user may input further portions of the connection code so as to narrow 
the number of graphic images displayed, or continue browsing through graphic images 
only to locate a desired graphic image, wherein while browsing said graphic images 
identifying said owners of said connection codes on said display. 

establishing a telecommunication call with a transmitter included in said 
telecommunication terminal arrangement automatically to a connection code connected 
to said desired graphic image displayed on said display when receiving a selection of 
said desired graphic image . 

Claim 20 (currently amended): The method according to claim 15, wherein the 
d i r e ct, at le ast part i al brows i ng of sa i d conn e ction cod e s i s p e rform e d by at le ast 
part i al l y brows i ng a connoct i on codo memory linked to said graph i c memory, user may 
select the desired graphic image by touching the screen. 

Claim 21 (currently amended): The method according to claim 15, wherein within 
said graphic memory, a move occurs to the next graphic image by touch i ng or pr e ssing 
a graphic image or by oth e r m e ans . 

Claim 22 (previously presented): The method according to claim 15, that 
wherein after a specific delay controlled by a delay unit, said displayed graphic image is 
replaced by the next graphic image. 

Claim 23 (currently amended): A portable telecommunication terminal 
arrangement, which comprises: 
a transmitter; 
a graphic display; 

a connection code memory in which a plurality of connection codes is stored; 

a hierarchical graphic memory in which a plurality of graphic images is stored, 
sa i d graph i c i mag e s i d e nt i fy i ng own e rs of sa i d conn e ct i on codes: in a hierarchical 
structure by main categories and at least one sub-category . said graphic images being 
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linked to the connection codes which are related to the identity of the owners of said 
codes; 

moans of s e arch i ng used to l ocate a dos i rod graph i c imago i n sa i d graph i c 
momory, whoro i n sa i d graph i c momory i s l inked to funct i on togeth e r with said 
connect i on codo m e mory so that wh il o dir e ctly or i nd i rect l y brows i ng sa i d graphic 
i mages, said arrangement disp l ays graphic i mages r e lat e d to said ownors of sa i d 
conn e ction cod e s on at le ast on e of a disp l ay i nc l ud e d i n sa i d arrang e m e nt and a 
d i sp l ay conn e ct e d to sa i d arrang e m e nt, wh e r e in th e graph i c m e mory compris e s a 
h i erarchic monu structur e , wh i ch compr i s e s s e v e ra l ma i n catogor i os, and sa i d ma i n 
categories compr i so at loast ono of one or moro subcat e gor i es and m e mbers of sa i d 
m ai n cat e gory; wh e r ei n at lea st on e of a subcat e gory and a ma i n cat e gory compris e s at 
le ast on e graphic i mag e corr e spond i ng to a conn e ction cod e ; a search routine capable 
of locating a desired connection code by first displaying seguentiallv a plurality of 
graphics corresponding to main categories and, upon selection, seguentiallv displaying 
a plurality of connection codes and associated graphic images; and 

m e ans of command i ng us e d to command sa i d a transmitter to automatically 
establish a telecommunication call to a connection code connected to said d e s i r e d 
selected graphic image displayed on said display, when receiving a selection of said 
desired graphic image, the connection code being retrieved from said connection code 
memory. 

Claim 24 (currently amended): The arrangement according to claim 23, wherein 
the main categories of sa i d monu structure i nclude at le ast on e of th e fo ll ow i ng ma i n 
categor ie s: hea l th care s e rv i c e s, authorit i es, re l at i ves, fr i onds, stor e s, f i nanc i al 
i nstitut i ons, further include a plurality of sub-categories, each graphically displayed, and 
wherein said connection codes are displayed within at least one sub-category, said 
connection codes being displayed by a graphic image. 

Claim 25 (currently amended): The arrangement according to claim 23, wherein 
said display is a touch, pressure, or otherwise sensitive display wh i ch also forms sa i d 
m e ans for command i ng, for receiving user selection of graphic image. 
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Claim 26 (currently amended): The arrangement according to claim 23, wherein 
the arrangement is form e d into a s i ngle e nt i r e ty advantag e ous l y in the form of a 
bracelet, wh i ch compr i s e s sa i d m e ans, which ar e a transm i tt e r, a conn e ct i on code 
m e mory, a graph i c memory, m e ans of s e arching, m e ans of command i ng, at le ast on e of 
a d i sp l ay connector, at l east on e of earphon e s and an e arphono jock and at l east ono of 
a microphon e and a microphon e connoctor. and further includes an audio storage unit 
associated with said graphic memory and capable of storing an audio message to assist 
the user in identifying the owner of the category and communication code 
corresponding to a graphic image, and 

a playback unit, responsive to the appearance of a graphical image, to play the 
audio message. 

Claim 27 (currently amended): The arrangement according to claim 23 26, 
wherein sa i d disp l ay, wh i ch advantag e ous l y i s a t ele vision, i s a un i t s e parat e from sa i d 
i nt e grat e d e nt i r e ty compris i ng a transm i tt e r, a conn e ct i on cod e m e mory, a graph i c 
m e mory, m e ans of s e arching, and m e ans for commanding, and which unit is conn e ct e d 
bv wiro or w i ro l ess l v to an i ntegrated ont i rotv. the graphic display is touch responsive, 
so that the user may select a category and communicate code by touching the display 
when the desired graphic is displayed or when the desire audio message is heard. 

Claim 28 (previously presented): The arrangement according to claim 23, 
wherein the arrangement is realized using a cellular phone operating in at least one of a 
GSM, DCS, CDMA, UMTS or WCDMA system. 

Claim 29 (currently amended): The arrangement according to claim 23, wherein 
the arrangement is realized using a digital television terminal device so that said 
graphical image may be a moving image .
